Thursday night Cindy & Andy & I celebrated having mailed off the tax 
paperwork by going to a concert of Ensemble Kalinda, a latino music group 
that plays all kinds of stuff . . . bomba, meringue, cha-cha-cha &c. Even 
bought a CD. Added it to my growing collection of music not sung in 
English. 


Then on Friday I walked Andy to school. Stopped at the office & talked 
with the social studies teacher who was interested in having me show the 
kids the code key collection.

One thing I learned is that my view of the communications story is much 
more philosophical than most fifth graders want to even think about. 
Except for Andy, who thinks about all kinds of stuff that amazes me. And 
Diego & Ricardo, the two chicano kids in the class. They wanted to know 
how they could build the stuff. I left ‘em some paperwork with the 
teacher & wondered how well I'd bored them with the links between the 
internet, telephones & the click-clack of the home brew sounder. 


Guess I wasn't cut out to teach elementary school kids .. . ‘cept my 
own. But that's another story. So I'll break some of it down here: It's 
amazing how the elements of chipping out a flint blade are as linear as 
language, which is linearly represented in writing, which elicits a 
linear process of language in the reader's mind, including the spots on 
the page around the text. And the linear nature of data transmission . 
. digital audio disks &c. And we do it without even thinking. It's 
transparent to us. Hell, even music is linear. 'Cept for Stan Kenton & 
Ornette Coleman, which is another story . . . kinda.

All - I made my reservatiosn for HamComm, so the good Doctor will be 
there to enjoy the regenerative receiver contest. I might even gin up an 
entry. 


The following references are a good place to start for regenerative 
receiver designs and tips; 


1. Doug DeMaw, W1FB didn't miss many things related to QRP. There on 
pages 108 and 109 of "W1FB's Design Notebook", is a short discussion of 
regenerative receivers and a schematic for a simple one appears on page 
109. This JFET/LM386 receiver is a good place to start. 


2.Paul Harden started a regenny craze here on the QRP-L list in late 
1995. His design, "Pipsqueak Regen Receiver" can be found in the March 
1996 QRPp on page 14. This simple receiver conssits of two NPN 
transistors and the good LM386. This receiver is also easily to build and 
is a good place to start. 


3. Paul was inspired by Charles Kitchin, NITEV, an applications engineer 
with Analog Devices. Kitchin published an article in EDN that rekindled 
Pual's interest in regeneration. Ktchin published a rather comprehensive 
article about the design of regenerative receivers in the Fall 1995 
Communication Quarterly that contains a lot of useful design information. 
There are designs for 3 receivers ranging from simple to high 
performance. 


4. One of my favorite sources of ideas for Ham Radio projects is Pat 
Hawker's "Amateur Radio Techniques" (seventh edition). Pat, G3VA, writes 
the "Technical Topics" column in Radio Communications, the official 
publication of the Radio Society of Great Britian (RSGB). Pat has 
several items in the book that discuss regenerative receivers, and has 
some items I have not seen elsewhere. 


It looks like the hardest part of buiilding a regenerative receiver is 
finding a good source of variable capacitors. 


One of the "features" of regenerative receivers is that they radiate a 
fairly substantial signal at the same frequency they are tuned to unless 
some buffering is done on the front end. A dozen regennies in the same 
room should be an interesting thing to observe with each receiver 
receiving all the other recievers. :%) 


I am looking forward to seeing my Texas QRP colleagues. Us New Mexicans 
are always a little cautious about crossing the border to the east.

While waiting for replies to my question about what value of inductor to 
use for various bands with a Pixie, I decided to do a little experimenting. 
I was looking at the values of the two inductors that came with my Pixie2 
kit, and noticed that there seemed to be a simple linear relationship 

(i.e. 2.2 uH for 80-m, and 1.2 uH for 40-m). I asked myself, "What if 
it's just that simple?" I picked up the calculator and did a little 
arithmetic: 


estimate = freq 


I got about .825 uH for an estimate (not calling it an answer because 

I have no idea if it's valid or not!) and then used the old coil formula 

to determine that it would take roughly 11-12 turns of #30 magenet wire 
close spaced on a 1/4" form. For a 1/4" form, I used a plastic straw. 

I managed to wind a decent coil by using a pin to prick two small holes 

in the straw, near each other, in line with the initial winding, and thread 
the initial winding through those holes, then after winding 12 turns, doing 
the same thing at the other end. Hey--this doesn't work bad! Just in case 
I decide I'm barking up the right tree, here, I have one of these coils 
with a stripe of nail polish across the windings to hold ‘em close together, 
which I've left to dry. The next coil I made, I went ahead and played with 
now, and the windings did spread just a little in a couple of places. But 
this is just experimenting, anyway. 


Meanwhile, while I was working on this, I said to myself, "Hey, as long 
as I don't transmit, I could live without the filter at all" and sol... 


...uhm...let me digress for a second to lay out some background. On 
advice from KI6DS (thanks!....this one's great!) I made a "socket" for 
the inductor by breaking off a section of one side of a DIP socket. So, 
while I was working on the coil, I stuck my 10.116 MHz xtal from NorCal 
in the alligator clips, and a jumper made from a component lead across 
the inductor socket. Voila! ...I got CW, RTTY, and a couple of SWBC 
stations, all mixed in together. I guessed that when I got a coil in 
place, the SWBC would go away (which it did) but it was fun to listen 
while I finished working (got a little word on the latest from Kosovo, 
etc.). 


I soldered the two ends of the coil to component leads, and used 
tweezers to push those into the socket. CW, RTITY, but no more SWBC. 


I'm still not transmitting with this, because I don't know for sure 
that I've got the right inductor value. (Besides, none of the stations 
I've heard so far were anywhere near my frequency.) 


Warning: This stuff can be addictive!

Maybe the "drift" is due to temperature. 


All components have a “temperature coefficient" (where the component 
value changes as its temperature changes) and some components of the same 
type (such as capacitors) are better than others (from a temperature 
stand point ), (designed that way, to be more stable). 


Identify the weak link and replace it with a more stable component. 


Since products like "freeze mist" cover such a wide area (probably 
removed from the market anyway) another technique to isolate a 
temperature sensitive component is to dab a small (and the smaller the 
better) "q-tip" in alcohol ("rubbing" alcohol from the drug store, save 
the good stuff) and touch the component in question. A tooth pick with a 
very small drop of alcohol works too.

Thought I'd give you all an update on some of the projects going on 
here. 


New "MINI" DDS VFO 


I was hoping to have these ready by now, but getting some of the 

parts has taken longer than expected. I now have everything but a 
latching PB slide switch, of all things. Monday I'll see what the 
lead time is or look for alturnative supply. 


In any event. it shouldn't be much longer now, so if you want to 
reserve one, you can send a check anytime now. 


If you missed the original post on this DDS VFO, it is designed to 
replace the diode tuned VFO found in most common qrp rigs. It has a 
range of 100 Khz to 9.5 Mhz, takes up very little front panel space, 
has a built in keyer, RIT, knob tuned and best of all, costs only 
$55.00 ($5.00 S+H) (Built and tested) (you need a frequency counter 
or access to one to program your desired tuning range and program the 
unique "LED Dial") 


Low cost 30 Mhz Signal Generator. 


My original idea for this became too complicated and expensive, so I 
went back and made some changes. I replaced the expensive MCL VCO and 
mixer with a common NE602. I was hopeing to also eliminate the PLL 
and cpu, but turns out these are need to make the sig gen stable and 
usable. The latest prototype tunes from about 500 Khz to 30 Mhz, in 5 
Khz steps. The output level is adjustable up to about © dBm. 
Currently I'm using a LCD display for freq readout, but may look into 
a 7 seg led display. I should be able to supply this sig gen for 
under $75.00 


dBm Power Meter 


This is another project that's been on the back burner for awhile. A 
break through occured recently when I thought up a way to make an 
accurate, high resalution A/D converter using little more than a dual 
op amp, a resistor and cap, under uP control. Exactly how this works 
is currently a trade secret :-) 


Anyway, the active measurment device is the Analog Devices AD8307 log 
amp. I have it set up to measure -40.0 dBm to +40.0 dBm, or 100 
nanowatts to 40 watts. Actually, the full scale is limited by the 
built in dummy load to 10 - 15 watts. Display is a three digit 7 seg 
led. The price on this kit should run under $75.00 also. 


SA/SA MRK IIa 


While at Atlanticon, Chuck Adams suggested to me that I make the 
SA/SA available again. This is a low cost specturm analyzer, which 
Spans 1 to 90 Mhz, has 60 dB of dynamic range and is used with a 
scope. I made a couple of improvments to the orginal design, which 
eliminated an image problem for signals above 25 Mhz, reduced warm up 
drift of the sweep ramp and improved the DR a tad. While not quite as 
good as the W7ZOI - W7TAU SA, this one is 1/4 the cost and a lot 
easier to build, yet is still a very useful and valuable tool to have 
on your work bench. This kit will sell for $100.00 It woudn't take 
long to get this kit in production again, depending on interest. 


I can't afford to have all these kits available at once, so please 


let me know which one(s) you'd be interested in and we'll go from 
there!
